New Math Program Ready —

Stanford Research Institute 
houses hundreds of experts in 
scores of sciences; they’re call- 
ed upon to answer thousands 
of introcate questions every 
day. 


Not all of the questions that 
come their way are presented 
by clients or associates of the 
institution; many come fro 
lay people who have partic 
lar problems which they seem 
to feel require expert advice. 

And not all of the ques- 
tions asked are sensible. A 
good many of them are au- 
thored by what SRI recep- 
tionists and telephone oper- 
ators call ‘“psychoceramics” 
—the crackpots, in other 
words, 

It’s quite a chore for them 
to route the sensible, meaning- 
ful calls to the proper scien- 
tists. 

And it takes an_ expert 
knowledge of human nature 
to pass on whether or not a 
visitor who wants to see a 
worker in a particular science 
really has a legitimate reason 
for doing so, or not. 

Heading the team of five 
telephone operators who run 
the huge switchboard at SRI 
is Mrs. Josephine Greene, a 
veteran of 20 years in tele- 
phony. 

She and the four girls who 
work with her have to keep 
irack of particular scientists, 
whether they’re in the build-

Why a Summer School? 
What Does It Do? 


Last week, Menlo Park School District administrators 
came up with a proposal to establish a summer school for 
four weeks here during the coming year. 

There are several reasons why such a session would 
represent a good investment, not only in use of school plant, 
but in student time and in ability to pass on information 
as well. 

Human knowledge is doubling and redoubling ap- 
proximately every 15 years. Basic as well as marketable 
research is: adding to our knowledge to an extent which 
will require tomorrow's young adult to assimilate informa- 
tion with almost unbelievable rapidity. 

High school “college prep” students are required to 
take a course of study which leaves little if any time 
for the extras. Yet these same college prep courses require 
a wide yariety of skills in writing, in research, in prepara- 
tion of reports, and the presentation of material in the 
spoken word. 

The summer elementary school presents an opportu- 
nity not just to “keep the kids off the street” but to bring 
to the children some of these knowledges and skills for 
which there just isn’t time enough in the regular school 
term. 


Who among ts knows as much about geography 
as he would like to know? Who among us can honestly 
say that he has studied history sufficiently to permit 
him intelligently to observe and interpret current his- 
tory in the making? 

The skill of typing is an almost necessary adjunct to 
successful college preparation today. Learning the skills 
of debating and public discussion at an early age gives 
bright young people a distinct advantage in many second- 
ary school learning situations and are certainly worthwhile 
skills for anyone to acquire, be he a youth or an adult. 
But in many cases, these courses cannot be fitted into the 
curriculum of the regular school year. 

The opportunity for the plodder, the less fortunate, 
less able student to be helped over some of the more 
difficult learning hurdles during a short concentrated 
“fundamentals review” program is in ever increasing de- 
mand in today’s society —one in which we can foresee 
keener and keener competition among our youth for the 
available space in our institutions of higher learning in the 
very, very: near. future. 

Summer school should. not deprive children of the 
beach, or the mountains, or the farm, or the river, but four 
hours a day for four weeks will, go very quickly and leave 
ample time for vacations, for opportunities for summer 
jobs, and for kids to just be ae

Is Symptom of Growth 


Time was —and not so long ago, either — when resi- 
dents hereabouts would have scoffed at the idea of a Boys’ 
Club in Menlo Park. 

Those were the days when Menlo Park was a hamlet, 
surrounded by fields, roads excellent for riding bicycles on, 
enough animals, space, swimming holes, and so forth. Any 
boy could keep himself busy and happy with the rural 
pleasures. 

There were those who felt, and those who still feel, 
that outdoor fun can best be enjoyed by groups. Hence 
we have the Boy Scouts and similar groups which orga- 
nize hikes, weekend campouts and the like, where boys go 
and bur meat over a smoky campfire instead of eating 
sensibly at home. 

In these not-so-far-off times, a “boys’ club” was some- 
thing they had in the city. It was a place where boys went 
ta’ play basketball and other games, rather than on the 
street. : 

. The idea that Menlo Park might become a city with 
the.same need for a place for boys to go sounded pretty 
far-fetched. 

Well... . It happened. 

The roads aren't as excellent for bicycling as they 
used to be; there’s too much traffic. Ruminating cows 
don’t lean over fences and commune with by-passing boys; 
the pastures have all been subdivided. Any real estate man 
will tell you that space is pretty valuable stuff; even the 
swimming holes have been found to be less than adequate 
and they're polluted, usually, anyhow. 

Considering all this, it’s well that a group of citizens 
has taken a forward step in meeting the needs of a city; 
the Boys’ Club of Menlo Park deserves the approval of all. 

Menlo Park is growing up.

State Senator Says Budget 
Balance Is in Jeopardy |

As the State Senator from 
San Mateo county, I am one of 
120 members of the board of 
directors of the biggest busi- 
ness in California. And I am

The state budget for the cur- 
rent fiscal year ending June 
30, 1959, is over two billion 
dollars. The Legislative audi- 
tor estimates the deficit for 
the current fiscal year : will 
range between $70,000,000 and

Supervisors 
Launch District 


San Mateo County Board of 
Supervisors last week passed 
the official resolution order- 
ing formation of a new polic- 
ing district for the East Palo 
Alto area. 

Boundaries adopted were 
those presented to the board 
last week, and eliminated a 
portion of Palo Alto owned 
lands on the southern end of 
the district, and underwater 
portions of lands owned by 
Idea Cement Co., Leslie Salt 
Co., and the City and County 
of San Francisco. 


Pates an accumulated deficit 
of approximately $280,000,000 
unless new taxes are levied 
or expenses are reduced. 


Two-thirds of the budget 
is made up of mandatory 
items beyond the control of 
the legislature. These are 
funds veted directly by the 
people and imbedded into 
the constitution. With re- 
spect to these funds the only 
function of the Legislature 
is to levy the taxes to make 
the payments. 


The largest of these manda- 
tory funds is that of state sup- 
port for the public schools. 
This is paid’ to local school 
authorities on the basis of $180 
for each pupil, based on aver- 
age daily attendance. 

The more pupils, the higher 
the state allocation. For next 
year, the increase in this man- 
datory item is estimated at 
$40,000,000. 
schools are asking for $80,000,- 
000 to meet increased costs not 
covered by the $40,000,000 au- 
tomatic boost. 

The trend to. making the 
Legislature simply a tax fixing 
agency with no control over 
expenditures was temporarily 
halted this year, when the 
voters rejected Proposition No. 
17. I am hopeful that this 
means the public wants the 
Legislature to have more con- 
trol over state expenditures, 
for without this control true 
economy in government is im- 
possible. 

Meanwhile, we have the 
problem of balancing the 
budget. An Associated Press 
poll shows most legislators 
believe new taxes are inevit- 
able, but I am _ reserving 
judgment on this point. 

There is talk of more con- 
sumer taxes and higher per- 
sonal income taxes to solve 
the state’s fiscal problem, but 
this, to me, is the easy way 
out of our dilemma. I believe 
that an austerity program can 
be imposed on that portion of 
the budget over which the 
Legislature has control. I also 
believe that some agencies 
have squirreled away sur- 
pluses which should be trans- 
ferred into the general fund 
to mect the budget. 

I recently ran an adding ma- 
chine tape on surplus’ funds 
in various state agencies, and 
I was amazed to find that these 
ran to approximately $40,000,- 
000. By June 30, 1959, the 
total surplus in these special 
funds is e@xpected to reach 
$111,000,000. There is also 
about $150,000,000 in the -in- 
vestment fund, derived ‘from 
oil royalties from state lands. 

The fees. paid by many of 
the professions and businesses 
to the state for the service 
rendered are often less than 
employees of both pay to their 
unions in dues. A more 
realistic schedule of fees, paid 
into the general fund, might 
be a partial solution to the 
state’s fiscal problem. 

As a member of the Joint 
Legislative Tax Committee, I 
have sat for days at hearings 
listening to testimony from 
experts and others. Most peo- 
ple say tax the other fellow, 
but not me. 

My object is to impose no 
new taxes on anybody, if this 
is possible. 

And I think it can be done 
without impairing any essen- 
tial state service or paying 
state employees less than what 
they would earn for compar- 
able work in private industry.
